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The conflict between the Papacy and the kingdom of Italy shows signs of an 
approsching crisis. The determination of the Italian Government to treat as offences 
against the State all ecclesiastical plots which aim at the re-establishment of the 
Pope’s temporal power has brought about a state of tension which must be more and 
more felt as time goes on. Weare warned in Holy Scripture not to put trust in 
princes, or in the sons of men, but we may believe that “ the hearts of kings are in 
God's rule and governance, and that He does dispose and turn them as seemeth best 
unto His godly wisdom.” There is, therefore, much canse for thankfulness on 
account of the firm stand which the King of Italy and his advisers are taking against 
the pretensions of the Papacy, and also for the encouragement which they are in- 
directly giving to evangelistic work in Italy. The noble efforts of Signor Capellini 
and others to spread the Word of God among the Italian soldiers is being much 
helped on by the toleration, if not the connivance, of the authorities. We are also 
giad to see that the Italian Government have rebuked the over-zealous interference 
of the authorities with Mrs, Morgan's schools at Tarfa, near Rome. The Pope ex- 
presses his thanks to our Queen for the full religious liberty accorded to Roman 
Catholics in England, bat he has no mind to graai the same to Italians in Italy, or 
to English Christians who work amongst them, having sent down ‘a special envoy 
to stir up opposition to these schools, We may be thankful that the Italian Govern- 
ment have interfered to check this opposition. SS
